‘had net been tracked and arrest-
red before.

On Tuesday last he spent the !

In his possession was found
$50,000 in greenbacks, which
was taken from him by the police,
‘and is now in their hands await-
ing final disposition.

This morning he still maintains
the same jaunty and devil-may-
care air about him, and in all

1Ie has, 1t is estimated, $150,000
in some safe place, and heing as-
sured of that [act, concluded not
to be particular as to his arrest,
which he knew would take place
some time or other. Ketchum
is reported to have said that he
expected to be tried and convie-
ted, and thought it hest te pro-
vide against any emcrgencies.

The prisoner does vt leok |
particularfy troubled abont his |
sitnation: in fact he seems to!
think that there is not much of a |
crime about the transaction ini
which he was engaged. Ie ap-|
pears inclined to consider it as a
pretty heavy gold speculation,
in which he got considerably the
worst of it. Having “borrowed”
money which wotld have been
paid in the evént of successful
operations, he looks upon it as
borrowed money which cannot be
paid at present, though hoping
for-a liquidation of the debt at
the earliest day pessible. In
short, he is nothing but an ever-
grown Doy —entirely _out of his
-element, and without judgement
enough to get or keep out of the
way. That's Edward B. Ketch-
am, as described by those who
were last to bave the honor of his
personal acquaintance: It is said
that in the house where he was
«captured, he enjoyed himself in a
pleasant manner, driving dull care
away in light amusements, and in
speculations as to the effect of his
operations.

It is said that the family of
Ketchum knew as to his where-
abouts ever since his disappear-
ance, but from a natural sympa-
thy with his misfortune, said
nothing about it. Besides, no
criminal proceedings having been
commenced, they are guilty of
1o offence if the story is true.
